1st. Day, the moon rises a little after 1 in the morning, and is sooh followed 
bv the second of the Virgin, thus heading, as it were, f-e five stars in ilie 
triangle of this constellation. She passes the meridian at 40 min. past 7 A.M. 
and sets 22 min. past 1 P. M. 

5, She passes the meridian at 18 min. past 11 A. M. and sets this evening 
at 1 J min. past 3. 

10, She passes the meridian at '22 min. past 3. P.M. and may be seen this evening 
between the two first stars of the Archer and Mars, having pass.:d between the two 
stars in the morning; she sets at 22 min. past 8. 

15, She passes the meridian r.t 28 min. post 7 P. M. Jupiter being now west of her, 
as she passed him this evening; at 9, she is 50 Q 26' from Aldebaran, and at 14J min. 
past 10, her eastern rim touches the sixth of the fishes, and at 13* min. after 
1 1 it emerges from behind her. 

20, She is on our meridian at IS min. past 11, being nearly in a line with 
the first of the Bull, and the third of Orion; the sixth of the Bull heing near 
to, but to the eAst of her. Alih diaran and the Hvades are below her to the west. 
At, 9 she is 44°. 28'. from the first of the Katn. 

25, She rises at 29 min. past 8, under the two first stars ot the Crab, having passed 
these stars in the morning; at 9 she is Gj.°. 33'. from Aldebaran. 

30, She ri^es about 1 a.m. under toe third of the Virgin, one of the five 
stars in the Triangle, and is followed by the first, which will attract our at- 
tention to the east of her ; at 9 she is 52° 59' from Kcgulus. 

Mercury is a Morning Star this month, having his superior conjunc'ion on 
the 30th, of course the opportunities of seeing him to advantage, diminish 
e\ery morning. The Moon passes him on the 6th. 

Venus is a morning star, but her height above the horizon at sunrise is daily 
decreasing. The Moon passes her on the 5th. 

Mars is an evening star, passing the meridian on the 1st, at 33 min. past 3, p. m. 
and at 12 min past 3, on the 19th. The Moon passes him on the 10th. 

Jupiter is an evening star, passing the meridian on the 1st, at 28 uiin. past 8, p. m. 
and on the 25th, at 44 min. past 6. 

Saturn is a morning star, button near the sun to be visible during the beginning 
of the month, the Moon posses h[m on the 1 5th. 

Herschel is a morning star, being seen on the 1st, to the east of the first of the 
Balance. On the 3th he win he hut V, minutes from this star, which is to the 
south of him. The Moon passes him on the 5th. 
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Look to the right hand.*
